1 . The combination as claimed wherein a discrete key element, operably 
secured to and separable from a mounting portion of a carriage for mating with an on- 
axis printing component is not disclosed, suggested, or made obvious by the prior art of 
record. 

Durst et al. (US 5,406,320) discloses an ink replenishing system comprising a mounting 
portion (91) comprising removable key elements (96) for receiving ink container (90, 
111). However, the mounting portion (91) is not secured to a carriage (location of 90 
with respect to location of printhead 5) of the printer (Fig. 1 ).
